Bradshaw was examined and 
stated that Butler left him at mid- 
night and said be was going to 
Mat Enoch's, and that he (Brad- 
shaw) staid in Holli 
shop in Pembroke, 
body as he '.va> i;rir 
day. 

Mr. F. C. Hollis contradicted this 
story, saying no one stayed in bis 
j shop, and that he was up about 
j day and saw no one about. 

The coroner's jury returned the 
j following verdict; 

"We, the jury .summoned to look 
into the cause of the death of Dan 
Butler, who was found dead one 
mile and a half south of Pembroke, 
on the east side of the railroad 
track. We find that there are t 
bullet holes in his head, one taking 
effect above the right eye and the 
other behind the right ear. 
further find that some one bad 
killed him and put him on th( 
track. One bullet passed tbrougl 
his head. We find $4 30 on his per 
son and a pistol lying near him 
His age was 30 years. He leaves a 
wife and two children. We further 
lind that Claud Bradsbavir was the 
tirst man to find him and the last 
s^en with him last night. We 
charge him with the murder of 
Dan Butler." 

The coroner thereupon arrested 
Bradshaw and brought him to jail.
